Editor of Our Town: 

"Spectator" has seen tit to convert 
''Observer's'' observation into a sug- 
gestion. He should have marked the 
distinction. Certainly "Observer" did 
not contemplate such an exhaustive ex- 
pression. It is interesting and amusing, 
but manifestly non-constructive. Since 
"Observer" made his observation lie 
has been informed by one with an in- 
timate knowledge of the circumstances, 
to which exception has been taken, that 
in many instances in the past the con- 
tinuous ringing of the gong is not neces- 
sary. It is done, not for the purpose of 
avoiding "collisions" (when "Spec- 
tator" should be asleep), but to -gather 
up the active members, to whom we owe 
so much.

INCOME TAX PAYMENTS. 



"Cash payments - of income taxes 
should not be sent by mail," says Col- 
lector of Internal Revenue Lederer. 

"Cash sent by mail is always at the 
owner's risk of loss, and if lost or 
stolen, the sender may find himself lac- 
ing penalties for failure to pay his tax- 
on time. 

"A taxpayer will find it more prac- 
tical to purchase a Post Ollice money 
order, or draw a check for the amount 
of the tax, payable to Collector of In- 
terna] Revenue. Philadelphia. 

"The first payment, due on or before 
March 15, should be attached securely 
to the completed return, and forward- 
ed or delivered to my oflico at the Post 
Ollice Building, Philadelphia, Pa. This 
first payment must cover either the en- 
tire ttix shown due, or at least one- 
fourth of the tax due. 

"Early payments and early filing of 
returns is urged in order that tin over- 
load on the final date, March ,15th, may- 
be avoided. 

"Each taxpayer should put full post- 
age on his mail. Tf mail is returned 
to the taxpayer because of insufficient 
postage, it may result in the return be- 
ing delinquent, to which penalties at- 
tach. 

"There has been no increase in the 
field force, and therefore those desir- 
ing information should apply for it at 
once. "
